An ACT to declare exempt from all Pains, Penallies, For- 
feitures, and Disabilities whatsoever, enacted by the Statute 
of llie Twenty-fifth Year of the Reign of King Charles the 
Second, intituled. An Act for preventing Dangers .which may 
happen from Popish Recusants, all such of His Majesty’s 
Popish or Roman Catholic Su!)jects of Ireland, as by virtue 
of the Act of Parliament of Ireland of the Thirty-third Year 
of His Majesty's Reign, intituled, An Act for the Relief of 
His Majesty's Popish or Roman Catholic Subjects of Ireland, 
hold, exercise or enjoy, any Civil or Military Offices, or Places 
of Trust or Profit, or any other Office whatsoever, of which 
His Majesty’s said Subjects are by the said Act of Parliament 
of Ireland rendered capable.

laai I Thirty-third Year of the Reign of His Majesty, intituled, An 
rt; Act for the Relif of His Majesty's Popish or Roman Catholic 

Subjects c/Irelaiid, it is enacted, “ that it shall and may be law- 
ful for Papists, or Persons professing the Popish or Roman Catholic Religion, 
to hold, exercise and enjoy, all Civil and Military Offices or Places of Trust 
or Profit under His Majesty, His Heirs and Successors, in the Kingdom of 
Ireland, (except such Offices as are excepted in any Proviso contained 
in the said Act of the Parliament of Ireland) and to hold or take Degrees, 
or any Professorship in, or be Masters or Fellows of any College to be 
thereafter founded in the said Kingdom, provided that such College shall be 
a Member of the University of Dublin, and shall not be founded exclusively 
for the Education of papists or Persons professing the Popish or Roman Ca- 
tholic Religion, nor consist exclusively of M^^^ters, Fellows, or other Persons

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to be named or elected on tlie Foundation of such College, being Persons 
professing the Popish or Homan Catholic Religion, or to hold any Olfice 
or Place ot Trust in, and to l)e a Member of any Lay Body Corporate, 
except the College of the IJoly and Undivided Trinity of Queen Elizabeth, 
mar Bubim, witiiout taking and subscribing the Oaths of Allegiance, Su- 
premacy', or Abjuration, or making or subscribing the Declaration required 
to be taken, made, and subscribed, to enable any Person to hold anil enjoy 
any of such Places, and witiiout receiving the Sacrament of the Lord’s Sup- 
per, according to the Rites and Ceremonies of the Cliurch of Ireland, any 
Law, Statute, or Bye Law of any Corporaitlon to the contrary notwith- 
standing; provided that every sucii Person -shall take and subscribe the 
Oath appointed by an Act in the Thirteemb and Fourteenth Years of Ills 
Majesty's Reign, intituled, A/r Act to enable Ills Majesty's ^iiibjccts of 
lihatexer Persuasion, to testify their Allegiance to Him, and also t!ie Oatli 
and Dedai-ation ineiitionad in the said Act of the Parliament oi Ireland oi 
the Thirty-third Year of the Reign of ilis Majesty 

And whereas Doubts have been entertained whether, notwithstanding the 
said Act ofRie Parliament ol Ireland, Persons holding, exercising, and enjoy- 
ing Cavil or Military Offices, or Places of Trust or Profit, granted to tiiein 
\w Ireland, underand by virtue of the Authority of the said Act of the 
Parliament of Ireland, may not be rendered liable wlnlst in England, H'ales, 
or Bcrwkk-upon-Ticced, or in Uis Majesty’s Naw, or in the Islands of 
Jersey or Guernsey, to the Pains, l‘ena!tics. Forfeitures, or Disabilities, 
enacted iiy the Act of the Twemy-fiftli Year of the Reign of llis Majesty 
King Charles the Second, intituled.

May it therefore please Your MAJESTY; 

That it may be Declared and Enacted; 3nS bs it DtClawO aitO Cnarttb 
by I he Iv I N Ci s Most Excellent Majesty, by and with tlie Advice and 
C onsent oi the Lords Sjiiritual and Temporal, and Coininons, in this pre- 
un’uTiSd Farliament assembled, and by the Aulliority of the same, THAT all 

ii'ifCtviior such of llis Majestys said Popish or Roman (Jatholic Subjects as hold, 
Ire- ^xercise, and enjoy any Civil or Military Office or Offices^ or Place or 
bnU gran^fd Placcs of 1 rust or Prolit, or other Office or Situation whatsoever, 
notiiahbto^ granted to them or any of them in Ireland, under and by virtue of the 
Authority of the said Act of the Parliament oi IrcUnid of the Thirty-third

Recusants, but shall be wholly Ireecl and exemj)t tlierefrom, any tiling in

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Disabilities whatsoever in the said several Places last mentioned, for not nia’

tion, or for not making, taking, and subscribing the Declaration required to be 
taken to enable any Person to hold and enjoy any Office or Place of Trust 
or Profit, or for not receiving the Sacrament of the Lord's Supper according 
to the Rites and Ceremonies of the Church of England ; any thing con- 
tained in any Act of Parliament to the contrary notwithstanding. 

And be it further Enacted by the Autliority aforesaid, That if any of 
His said Majesty's Popish or Roman Catholic Subjects, having duly taken ingof Com- 
thc Oath rciiuired by this Act, shall take or have taken in Ireland a Com tbe Anny. 
mission in His Majesty’s Army, and shall afterwards take a higher Commis- 
sion or higher Commissions in Great Ei'itam, uitidn tlie Intent and 
^Meaning of the said Act ; or if any Person having enlisted as a Private in 
any Regiment in Ireland, or being a Non-cominissioncd Officer in such 
Regiment, shall afterwards lake or have taken a Commission in the said or 
any other Regiment in Great Britain, and shall have duly taken the Oath 
required by the said Act, such Person shall not, in respect of such Com- 
mission or Commissions, be liable, m England, IVales. Ba-Eick-upon-Tu ced, 
or in His Majesty’s Kavy, or in the Islands of Jersey or Guernsey, to any 
of the Pains, Penalties, Forfeitures, or Disabilides enacted by the said 
Act of the Twenty-fifth Year of the Reign of King Charles the Second, 
intituled, An Act for preventing Dangers which may happen from Popish 
Recusants, but shall be wholly freed and exempt therefrom, any hing in 
the said last-mentioned Act to the contrary notwithstanding; and shall - 
also be wholly freed and exempt from all Pains, Penalties, Forfeitures 
and Disabilities whatsoever, in the said several Flaces last mentioned, for 
not making, taking, and subscribing the Oaths of Allegiance, Supremacy 
or Abjuration, or for not making, taking, and subscribing the Declaration 
required to be taken to enable any Person to hold and enjoy any Office or 
Place of I'rust or Profit, or fur not receiving the Sacrament of the Lord’s 
Supper according to the Rites and Ceremonies of the Church of England; 
any thing contained in any Act of Parliament to llic contrary notukh- 
atamiing. 
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
